Michigan City, Ind., July 25.—In the 
b elief that it will b e necessary to 
transfer him to the department for 
! the crimir.r.i insane, officials at the 
state prisen are watching Henry Mc­ 
Donald, sentenced to the prison for 
manslaughter for killing William E. 
Dwyer, chief of the Terre Haute city 
detectives. 
McDonald has displayed 
it is reported., strong evidence of in­ 
sanity. 
Under the law, McDonald will soon 
b e eligib le to appear b efore the prison 
parole b oard for parole, b ut Governor 
Marshall has taken up the case with 
a view to preventing his release, on 
the theory that he is a dangerous man 
and should not b e set at large. When 
McDonald was sentenced there were 
pending against him several indict­ 
ments in the Vigo circuit court for al­ 
leged dynamiting, and for shooting 
with intent to kill other persons in the 
courtroom where Dwyer was killed, 
some of whom were wounded b y Mc­ 
Donald. 
Judge Fortune of the Vigo 
court recently quashed these indict­ 
ments on motion of Prosecuting At­ 
torney Owens. 
When Governor Mar­ 
shall learned of the indictments, he 
wrote the several memb ers of the pa­ 
role b oard of the prison, calling their 
attention to the quashed indictments 
and directing that they refuse to re­ 
lease McDonald. A second letter is to 
follow, as the governor has b een told 
of a renewal of the attempts in Terre 
Haute to ob tain the release of McDon­ 
ald.

When the Premier Arose to Address 
Hie House on the Government's At­ 
titude on the Lords’ Amendments 
He Was Met With Torrent of Abuse, 
the Scene Recalling That One Long 
Ago During the Gladstone Ministry. 


London, July 25.—-In a fashion that 
has net been equalled since the mem­ 
orable occasion eighteen years ago, 
when the Gladstone bill for home rule 
in 
Ireland 
reached 
the 
committee 
stage, political passion was unloosed 
in the house of com ions yesterday af­ 
ternoon. At that time feeling of a par­ 
tisan nature ran so high that members I 
came to blows on the floor of the 
house. 
Yesterday the scenes of I’.<a long 
ago were vividly recalled when mem­ 
bers of England's great representative 
body hissed one another across the 
floor and bandied fierce and vulgar ep­ 
ithets. 
Every passing moment of the 
time seemed big with the probability 
of physical violence. 
The m ost noteworthy incident of the 
entire afternoon was the spectacle of 
the dignified prem ier of the British 
empire standing for forty-five minutes 
while he attem pted to make a state­ 
m ent of prime importance to the gov­ 
ernm ent and the nation, but was re­ 
fused even a polite hearing by the con­ 
certed hostility of the men who have 
opposed him politically for months 
past. 
Everybody knows that it was 
the intention of the premier to declare 
the attitude of the government on the 
lords’ amendments, hut none but the 
_members of the opposition and those 
persons who were in their confidence 
foresaw the intentions of the foes of 
the ministry to prevent the prime min­ 
ister from being heard. 
From tho tap 
of the speaker’s gavel the session was 
at the mercy of the small hand of Tory 
extrem ists who had resolved not to 
give or take quarter: 
No sooner had 
Mr. Asquith entered the house than 
the row began. 
His appearance was 
the signal for a fervid ovation from 
the 
occupants 
of 
the 
ministerial 
benches, but the opponents of the gov- 
| ernmcnt replied at once with angry 
cries and epithets. 
When the premier arose to speak 
he was met with a re n ta b le torrent of 
scorn and insult. 
“Traitor,” “traitor,” 
was roared in deafening tones from 
the opposition benches. 
These yells 
were accompanied b y 'a perfect cata­ 
ract of jeers and taunts, with which 
wrere mingled half-heard sentences of 
violent criticism. 
Iii the midst of the 
confusion Mr. Asquith tried again and 
again to make himself heard, but he 
wa? always cut off at the end of a few 
tf^d-s. 
Once when alluding to {.hp 
death of King Edw ard he was inter­ 
rupted by cries of “W ho killed the 
king?” and “Keep the king out of it.” 
At every interruption the members of 
the ministry retorted with counter 
cries and with violence that was equal 
to that of the opposition till the feel­ 
ings of the rivals was so fevered that 
a disgraceful brawl seemed inevitable. 
Throughout it all Mr. Asquith mail1 
tained an air of outward calm.
